Fortune-huniers 
and crooners were admitted, when one working 
girl was refused entry because she had bow 
legs 

It seems but yesterday—but it is two years 
ago—that a U.S. Senate enquiry revealed how 
wealthy New York investment bankers beat the 
United States income tax by starting branches 
in Canada—paying income tax to neither coun- 
try, while the executive head of a tobacco com- 
pany in Canada beat the*Canadian income tax 
by taking $5,000 a week out of the excess pro- 
fits fund of his company, and working without 
salary.

Healthful Desserts |SIDE GLANCES—8y George Clark’ 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

When most people take up the study of diet, 
they have their greatest trouble in choosing a 
dessert which is wholesome. Certainly, many 
of the rich, heavy concoctions usually served 
as dessert are from the standpoint of health, 
very undesirable. To many people, the dinner 
meal incomplete unless 
some kind of dessert is served 
and the problem becomes one 
of providing a dessert which 
is attractive and which at the 
same time, is healthful. 

There are many thousands 
of people anxious to improve 
in health through dieting, 
who choose the remainder of 
the meal wisely, only to add 
a dessert which is difficult to 
digest. After such a mistake, 
they may then develop digestive discomfort and 
they come to the conclusion that in spite of all 
their care in selecting a good diet, they are not 
receiving the expected benefit.

Those who wish to improve in health will 
do well to study the dessert problem carefully, 
learning to use the simpler desserts which may 
well be used and which are beneficial to health 
In order to provide you with some suggestions, 
I will now discuss some of the desserts which 
I recommend. 

Ice cream, when properly made, is a whole- 
some food which may be used by the average 
person in good health as a dessert at the dinner 
meal, Inasmuch as ice cream provides a great 
deal of food value, it is advisable to serve only 
a small scoop at one meal. Ice cream is an ex- 
cellent winter dessert because of the fact that 
it is a fuel food. It is commonly used as a sum- 
mer dish but deserves a place on the family 
menu throughout the year. 

I frequently recommend gelatin as a dessert 
and the ordinary commercial gelatin may be 
used, which is available in packages. You will 
find that improved methods of flavoring have 
resulted in a product having a full flavor. The 
gelatin may be served plain or may be garn- 
ished with cream, using either plain cream or 
the whipped cream, or one kind of fruit may 
be mixed with it. 

Custards offer another wholesome dessert 
and a small serving may be taken at the end 
of the meal—or the custard may be used as the 
main part of the protein meal, in which case a 
larger serving is used. You can make a health- 
ful custard by using eggs, milk and raisins for 
sweetening. The custard should be cooked in a 
slow oven, otherwise the egg and milk will 
separate and it is well to put the custard into 
a warm dish before placing in the oven. 
Stewed fruits make a splendid dessert and 
the purpose you may use the dried fruits 
which are first soaked and then cooked slowly, 
or, you may use apples, which have been given 
a long, slow cooking to bring out the natural 
fruit sugar flavor. When a dessert is desired, 
it is often a good plan to serve one of these 
stewed fruits, but you must see to it that this 
is not added to a meal which has already made 
you feel full, The addition of this kind of des- 
sert should not be made if it causes you to feel 
stuffy 


for 


Prunes, raisins, apricots, figs, peaches and a 
number of other dried fruits are available, any 
of which are delicious as dessert. Those wish- 


ing to build up a better quality of blood are 
advised to use the dried prunes, peaches and 
apricots, which have been found to build up 
the blood because of the pres iron and 
copper. 

Y also recommend fruit whips, which may 
be made from either prunes, figs, apples, pears, 
apricots or berries by mincing any of these 
fruits and adding them to the white of an cgg 


which has been well beaten

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Orville N. writes: “You 
say, when making Meiba toast, to use white 
bread and cut all the crust away. Why not 


use wholewheat and leave crust on the slices?” 

ANSWER: I suggest cutting away the crust 
as it has already been “toasted” in the original 
baking of the loaf, and it will burn before the 
inside of the slice ufficiently dextrinized 
The average wholewheat which is made 
partly of white flour, may be used in making 
Melba toast, but the real wholewheat bread, if 
toasted through, develops a bitter taste because 
of the burning of the protein and bran ele- 
ments. Wholewheat bread only partially toasted

The efficient policy would be to put all the unem- 
ployed to work—except the aged and infirm—and agree 
to pay them on a basis of the two hundred and fifty mil- 
lion dollars a year which relief is now costing; also to pay 
them any surplus resulting from the sale of their pro- 
ducts until they have received the scale of wages normal 
in their respective localities in good times. There could 
be no loss on this basis. On the contrary, there would be 
a certainty of substantial profit. 


{ The building of many thousand small houses for sale 
would be one efficient avenue of employment. The repair 
and restoration of existing buildings on a contract for 
payment in instalments by the owners would be another 
efficient avenue. Charges for these works could be made 
a first and paramount lien as is done under English law.

There are many other lines of productive employment, 
\ such as land clearing or drainage or other fixed asset im- 
provement which space will not allow to be detailed here.

He pointed out that in fourteen 
years Titania's Palace has travelled 
some 70,000 miles and has collected 
$325,000 in the United States, 
America, Australia and New 
land. All this money was distribut- 
ed to alleviate the hardships of 
cripped children, and Sir Nevile 
hoped that the sum would be 
largely augmented by the gen- 
erosity of this dominion 
SACRED PURPOSE 

“Perhaps you are wondering,” he 


concluded, “why I am speaking to 
business men on such an aliens sub- 


ject as fairyland. The answer is 
that I know from experience all 
the world over that there is no 
human being without a streak of 


romance in his composition which 


will respond when you strike the 
right appeal. To awaken that senti- 
ment, and then use it to help the 
crippled children of Canada, is the 
sacred purpose of my mission to 
your country.”
